Later that day, at330 p.m, Milliken will be at 
a panel discussion on the 
future of public higher education.

The program, titled “Forgotten Victims 
of Israeli Occupation: Palestinian Children. 
Their Rights and Future” will be held in 
the Dodge Room of the Milo Bail Student 
Center at 1:00 p.m. 

Chapter president Jay Filipe explained 
that two speakers will give the presentation 
on human rights violations committed 
against the children of Palestine.

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since it was built in 1976, but “this will be the 
first total renovation,” said Library Interim Dean, 
Dorothy Willis. 

You may have noticed the new display cases 
in the lobby, one of the minor changes made this 
year. The lobby will soon have new benches, where 
students and faculty may use their cell phones or 
escape Nebraska weather. The lobby renovation 
is possible due to in part to the support of student 
government and the Library Friends. 

The University of Nebraska Foundation is 
responsible for $18.3 million for both phases of 
the construction, much of which was from private 
donations. 

Benefits will emerge from the building 
renovation and expansion includes better lightning, 
a student lounge, new carpet, modern furnishings, 
‘and group studies. 

A maximum of five parking spaces will be 
lost due to the addition. Most of the building will 
expand on the north end. 

When construction begins this May, the library 
will still be available for students taking summer 
classes.

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Book selling Web site offers cash, 
alternative to book buy-back program

For many UNO students, the end of 
a semester holds an extra perk in addition 
to a much-needed break - a little extra 
cash in your pocket from book buy-back. 
But imagine if you could get more for 
your textbooks, or even better, pay less 
for them in the first place. You probably 
don’t want to deal with the hassle of 
sending your books via mail, or waiting 
for them to arrive. That's where www. 
collegecampusconnection.com comes in. 

The process is simple. Instead of 
dealing with a middleman like you would 
at a number of affiliate sites for discount 
textbooks, College Campus Connection lets 
you post your old textbooks and search for 
the ones you need. When buying a book, 
just find it on the Web site and click on the 
contact information. You arrange to mect 
up with the person who has the book right 
on campus, and you both benefit from the 
transaction: you can sell your old books for 
more, and buy the books you need for less. 
Everyone goes home happy. 

The founder and CEO of College 
Campus Connection, also known as C3, 
Kenneth Williams, originally planned to 
charge a $5 membership fee to users, but 
then he says he took a’ step back and 
thought about it. 

“7 realized it would be stupid to ask 
the students for money when the whole 
point of starting the site was to save them 
money,” he said. 

Williams, who graduated from Ohio 


Northern University, hopes that the Web site 
will benefit college students on campuses 
across the country. The site is fairly new 
so listings may be limited, but Williams 
advises students not to get discouraged. 

“It’s up to the students to get out 
of the site what they can. It's important 
to be patient and not get discouraged if 
there aren't a lot of listings in your area.” 
Williams suggests students post as many 
books as possible in the meantime. “Tt takes 
somebody to start it, then it will spread.” 

The site is easy to use. On the home 
page, you can click for off-campus housing 
listings, search the textbook exchange or 
search classified ads. The site then takes 
you to a page where you pick the state and 
then school. 

In addition to textbook listings, the 
site also offers both housing and genera! 
classified ads. 

For book listings you just type the 
name or author of the book you're looking 
for. For housing you can search by rent 
amount, bedrooms, bathrooms and 
housing type. If you want to search for a 
classified ad, or place one, the categories 
include furniture, automotive, computers, 
electronics, sports equipment and more. 

So, while the semester may have just 
come to a start, the site is a good way to get 
tid of those old books that UNO quit using, 
or to find a place to live. While you’ re at it, 
sell some old junk and make some money 
to buy textbooks for next semester.

You won't find frogs lurking 
around Omaha with these kinds of 
temperatures. That is, unless you are at 
the new UNO Art Gallery exhibit. 

From now until Feb, 18, the gallery 
is featuring two new. exhibitions: 
Frognum Prints: Fragman Collects and 
Heart & Hands: Concept and Construction 
in Student-Artists’ Books. The headlining 
artist, Lloyd Menard, is an alumnus 
who received his bachelor of fine art 
from UNO. He is a printmaker haling 
from South Dakota. Menard, who is the 
2005 recipient of the UNO Art and Art 
History Department’s Distinguished 
Alumni Award, is showing works from 
his own personal collection. 

Menard’s artwork has been shown 
in more than 350 juried and invitational 
exhibitions, and is part of mare than 
450 university, college, corporate and 
museum collections. 

Menard has a particular fascination 
with frogs that is evident in all of 
his pieces. Perhaps he is partial to 
frogs because of his French ethnicity. 
But Menard’s claim to the world of 
art has less to do with stereotypes 
and more with his contributions in 


education of fine art. As the founder 
of the Frogman‘s Press and Gallery in 
Beresford, S.D., Menard is providing 
a New York-style art gallery for the

public. From local, regional 
and even _ international, 
Frogman’s Gallery is bringing 
in fine art from all genres. 
While printmaking was 
originally used to produce 
multiple copies of books 
and posters efficiently, the 
practice has branched out to 
the fine arts world as well as 
commercial use. Where once 
art critics looked down upon 
printmaking as being able 
to fit the fine arts category, 
an artistic movement began 
that has largely changed the 
perception of printmaking. 
This movement is in large 
part due to veterans such 
as Menard, who has been 
practicing his craft for over 
two decades. The artistic value 
comes in with the technical 
side of printmaking. While an 
artist may be able to imagine 
what they want to create, 
doing so is quite another 
task. That’s where Menard’s 
annual summer two-week workshop 
comes in. Gathering artists from all over 
the nation, Menard hosts the workshop 
to bring artists together to educate and 


collaborate. The Frogman Gallery has 
become a haven for printmakers to 
come and get their ideas out of their 
head and onto material. Because. of his 
association, he has worked with more 
than 200 artists on printmaking. 

Anumber of works from his personal 
collection and collaborative pieces will 
also be shown at the exhibition. 

While Menard’s influence stretches 
beyond South Dakota, he has definitely 
left an impression in Omaha. According 
to the UNO Art Gallery Director 
Deborah-Eve Lombard, Menard played 
a major role in establishing printmaking 
at UNO while having visited the campus 
twice to demonstrate his abilities to art 
students. 

Also in the UNO Art Gallery is the 
national juried book art exhibition for 
students, Heart and Hands: Concept 
and Construction in Student-Artists’ 
Books. Out of the 117 entries, 29 books 
have been personally selected by juror 
Dika Eckersley. The focus for each book 
is to describe a creative and inventive 
journey through breaking or perfectly 
adapting to convention.

Track excels at Lincoln meet

The UNO women’s track team fared 
well at the Holiday Inn Invitational at the 
Bob Devaney Sports Center Indoor ‘Track 
in Lincoln over the weekend. Several Mavs 
placed high in their events while facing some 
of the nation’s top athletes. 

In the distance medley relay, the 
Mavericks finished third, behind the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln and 
Concordia teams. Molly Miller, Angela 
Kampschnieder, Ramona Zephier and Sarah 
Zeisler finished with a time of 12:34.88. The 
time provisionally qualified the relay team 
for a trip to nationals in an event that is new 
to Division II. 

Zephier, a senior from Flandereau, 
S.D,, held her own in the 400-meter leg of 
the race, Although Zephier is best known 
for her jumping abilities, she showed that 
competing in running events is something 
she can excel in as well. 

The women’s 1600-meter relay also 
provisionally qualified for nationals while 
taking 3rd place in 3:50.11. Becky Hughes, 
Magda Orzylowski, Laverne Monger, and 
Ashley Freeman all fared well. A year ago, 
their time would have qualified for the finals 
at the Big 12 Championships, held at the 
same track. 

On Friday, the Mavs had several strong 
performances in a number of events. Head 
Coach Tim Hendricks was pleased with 
distance runners Molly Miller, Sarah Ziesler, 
Des Campbell, Tahnee Tuenge, Kellie Ryan, 


and ‘Tinissa Leguillow. 

“We ran5:11, 5:14. and 5:19, and they were 
pretty good marks early in the year, and we 
were pleased with that.” Coach Hendricks 
said of Ziesler, Tuenge, and Ryan. 

Coach Hendricks was also hoping for 
an excellent performance from Anastasia 
Kyvelidouinthe60-meterhurdles. Kyvelidou 
had the second fastest time in her preliminary 


heat, behind Nebraska's Pricilla Lopes, the | 
defending Division I champion in the event. | 


Unfortunatley, Kyvelidou false started betore 
the finals, and was disqualified. 


“| didn’t know about the rules, because | 


I'm used to European and international 
games, and no one told me about it,” Added 
Kyvelidou said. 

The senior from Edessa, Greece learned 
a hard lesson about American ‘Track and 
Field rules. In Europe, a runner can false start 


once before being, disqualified. The NCAA, | 


however, automatically disqualifies a runner 
who false starts. 

“On the start, she thought she could 
false start one time, and shake the field up a 
little ... but it doesn’t work that way here,” 
Coach Hendricks said. 

Kyvelidou, who broke school records in 
the Pentathlon and Triple Jump over winter 
break, is currently ranked first in ihe nation 
in long jump, triple jump and 60-meter 
hurdles. 

The Mavericks will travel to the 
DakotaDome in Vermillion, S.D. to compete 
in the Division II Invitational Graphic Edge 
USD Alumni Meet. The Meet begins at 9:00 
a.m. on Jan. 22. 
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“Sometimes when [ know something 
about a guy, I freeze up,” he said. “T just want 
to wrestle my match.” 

DeVetter hasa shot at placing at nationals 
this year, after going 1-2 a year ago. With 
only one semester left in his career, the one- 
time Jowa transfer insists on not taking any 
matches for granted. 

“I need to take it one practice at a time, 
one match at a time,” he said. “I just wrestle 
for an audience of one and let everything 
take care of itself.” 

Head Coach Mike Denney was 
impressed by DeVetter’s performance. 

“Chas really bounced back this week,” he 
said.”’A fter going 2-2, that was disappointing, 
but he really bounced back today.” 

Steve Conlin, a high school teammate of 
DeVetter at Omaha Skutt, defeated teammate 
Nick Edmonds to capture the 174-pound 
title. Conlin batteled injuries last season after 
taking the place of Edmonds’ injured older 
brother Bobby. 

Les Sigman continued his heavyweight 
dominance with hissecond consecutive finals 
win over teammate Tony Lewis. The two- 
time defending national champion junior 
won his sixth meet of the year. On Dec. 29-30, 
Sigman became the first Maverick to place at 
the prestigious Midlands Invitational. 

“| wrestled great the first day,” Sigman 
said of the Midlands performance, “but | 
didn’t feel | performed well the second day. 
It’s tough being constantly at your best, 
especialy at a tournament of that high of a 
caliber, You have to be at 100 percent each 
match. It was a great test for me, knowing 
that I can compete on that level. Every match 
is tough in college wrestling. Very seldom do 
you get a break.” 

The only other tournament he did not 
win was the Kauffman/ Brand Open. He lost 
the final to Oklahoma State’s Steve Mocco, 
arguably among the top heavyweights

globally. Sigman is now 34-3 on the year. He 
was 45-1 a year ago. 

Of his opponent/teammate Lewis, 
Sigman spoke highly. 

“He's doing well,” he said. “He's a 
great competitor. It’s gotta be tough for him 
wrestling the caliber we have in the upper 
weights. It’s going to help him out in the long 
run. | can see improvement already.” 

Top-ranked wrestlers Dustin Tovar (125) 
and J.D. Naig (165) each placed second. 

“We're trying to get heeled up,” Denney 
said. “J.D. only had one week of practice 
since the Nichols Open (the first meet of the 
season).” 

Eli Dominguez took 141. Christian Alt 
beat Marcus Hilario in the third/fourth 
place match at the same weight. Mark 
Ludlow took third at 165, and Nate Oviatt 
was displeased with his third-place finish. 
Normally, an upbeat character, Oviatt was 
notin celebrating mood after the tournament. 
Two-time All-American Mitch Waite placed 
fourth at 133. 

UNO travels to Cleveland Friday and 
Saturday as the top seed in the NWCA 
duals. The wrestlers not making the trip will 
travle to the O.C. on Saturday. While it’s not 
sunshine and Hollywood, lowa’s Orange 
City will give many grapplers some much- 
needed matches.
